When: the transport Tuscania was stabbed by the 
deadly missile:frm a lurking submarine the 2106 Ameri- 
can. trodps aboard neither quailed in moveless fear-nor 
gave way to the wild abandon of panic. They were as 
calm and’ unruffled as the vast expanse of the moonless 
night sky above. These partially trained boys from the 
city and the farm, the mountain and the. plain—youths 
from every walk of life—lined up on the dack of the 
settling ship, sang their country’s anthems and took their 
turns: in dropping into the lifeboats in perfect order. 
‘Their heroic bearing in the face of a watery grave saved] 
: hundreds ‘of lives and thrilled the English-speaking race 
with admiration, ' 

This inspiring incident smashed the contention of 
the scoffer that. the courage of the American is dwindling, 
and it is not the first evidence this war has. shown that 
the intreped: spirit of the manhood of the United States 
still is alive and dominant.
